-The . Antioch Fire Dept. had a busy 
weekend between March 22-24 with two 
major house fires on March 22 and" March 24, 
and two grass fires on March 23. 

At 10:40 p.m. firemen responded to a fire at 
an abandoned house on Grass Lake Rd. near 
the intersection of Grass Lake Rd. and Rt. 59. 
Although the house was completely engulfed 
in flames upon the department's arrival, the 
fire fighters were able to extinguish the blaze 
within one hour. 

According to Wayne Parthun, of the An- 
tioch Fire Dept., the fire was of a "suspicious 
origin," and the department is checking 
'on information received at. the scene of the 
fire. The information concerns some people 
who were seen in the area prior to the fire. 

After a request by Antioch Fire Chief Todd 
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Maplethorpe, the Lake County Health Dept'. 
had condemed the building. The house had 
been abandoned for about two years before 
the fire. 

The building has also been posted by the 
Fire. Prevention Bureau who are warning 
people to stay away from the building. The 
bureau is also asking for information con- 
cerning the origin of the fire. Anyone with 
information should contact the Antioch Fire 
Dept. 

On March 24, at 2:41 a.m., the department 
responded to a house fire on 43332 Park Ln. 
The house, which is on the north shore of 
Channel Lake, burned to the ground before 
firefighters could quell the blaze. 
, The department was notified by a neighbor 
who, in turn, was notified by someone who 
was passing by this home. 

The house was the weekend: home of two 
priests from Des Plaines. The Rev. Charles 
Rubey, and The Rev.' Robert McLaughlin, 
were not in the house at the time of the fire. 

Parthun said that by examining the point 
of origin of the fire, the department has 
determined that the fire may have been 
started by the electric base board heating in 
the two bedroom home. '*

Chamber Schedules

The Antioch Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry has already begun planning the 
second annual R.V.. Boat, and Auto show. 

At a March 20 meeting, chamber members 

decided to hold the show on June 13, 14, and 
IS, in the north lot of Antioch Community 
High School. 

"We're optimistic," said Raymond Scar- 
pelli Jr. about the projected turn out. Last 
year's show which attracted about 10,000 
people was held during Memorial Day 
weekend. Scarpelli admitted that attendance 
may have been higher if the event would 
have been scheduled on a different weekend. 

"Last year the show may have not been on 
the best weekend because a lot of people had 
already made plans to go boating or visit 
relatives," explained Scarpelli.

The chamber hopes to, feature live en- 
tertainment at this year's show and Scarpelli 
said that the P.M. and L. theater has already 



agreed to be a part of the festivities. 

"We want to get every part of the com- 
munity involved in this project," said Scar- 
pelli. Scarpelli said that the chamber will 
make .an effort to enlist the help of every 
civic group in Antioch in order to make this 
year's show a true community event. 

A program will be printed which will in- 
clude a schedule of the show's events. Scar- 
pelli said that June 15, which falls on a Sun- 
day, will be the event's biggest day. Last 
year the show started on a Thursday and en- 
ded on a Saturday. 

Scarpelli said that the show will be a 
golden opportunity for local merchants to 
display their wares. 

"The. show gives everybody a chance to 
display what they have to sell, and for the 
visitors to view it," 1 said Scarpelli, adding 
that he is looking forward to a "fun 
weekend" in June.

County underwent an intense 
three-day evaluation by a 
five-member team of. 
educators representing the 
North Central Assni in order 
to make recommendations 
regarding the college*s 
continued rcaccreditation. 

In an unofficial an- 
nouncement to members-of 
the college administration 
following the review, Dr. 
Charles J. Carlsen, 
president of Johnson County 
Community College in 
Kansas, chairman of the 
North Central review team, 
cited the college for ex- 
cellence in several areas and 
indicated the team would 
recommend that the College 
of Lake County continue its 
full accreditation and that it 
be reevaluated in 10 years, 
the maximum period of time 
allowable between ac- 
creditation reviews. The 
college received its last 
rcaccreditation review in 
1979. 

In his closing statement, 
review chairman Carlsen 
commended CLC, in- 
, dicating, "The college has a 
dedicated Board of Trustees, 
is extremely well-managed, 
has a top-quality - and I 
stress quality - instructional 
and , administrative staff, 
and has good fiscal 
resources which will allow it 
to continue to provide this 
community with a high level 
of programs and services." 

Reporting for the team, 
Carlsen commented that "In 
our collective years of ex- 
perience with reac- 
creditation, this is the best 
college we have reviewed." 



Responding to the report 
by the North Central team, 
CLC President; John O. 
Hunter indicated, . "The 
college has been judged by 
its peers and is in a, very 
solid position. I am ,eie-* 
tremely pleased by > the 
results, all the more so 
-because this was a very 
experienced team. Their 
recommendation to North 
Central signs off on the past 
eight years of development .

The full report of the 
reaccredition visit and of- 
ficial North Central 
disposition is expected by 
the college in four to six 
weeks.

Lake County has its own 
"Local Thespian Makes 
Good Story" in the person of 
Chuck Stransky who 
graduated from Grayslake 
Community High School in 
1964. 

Many local residents know 
his family and his father 
Charles, former manager of 
Third Lake Park, who still 
live in the Grayslake area. 

Stransky is presently ap- 
pearing at the Blacks tone 
Theater in Chicago in the 
role he created on Broadway 
in ''Glengarry Glenross." 

"Glengarry" will close on 
March 29 and end the 
National Tour Company's 
run of the show that made 
stops in Boston, Los angeles 
and San Francisco before 
opening in the Windy City at 
the beginning of this month. 

Stransky struck dramatic 
gold when he won the role in 
"Glengarry," at the John 
Golden Theater in New York 
since the play walked off 
with a Pulitzer Prize in 1984 
and the Tony Award for the 
best feature actor in a 
dramatic play, won by Joe 
Mantegna, also appearing in 
the Chicago production 
along with Peter Falk who 
joined the show when it went 
on the road. 

"Glengarry" also won 
England's prestigious 
Olivier Award. 

"I've wanted to be an ac- 
tor since I was 10 years old 
and was treated to the movie 
versions of "Henry The V" 
and "Richard The in." I 
was fascinated by the fact 
that both of these characters 
were played by the same 
man, :■ Laurence Olivier," 
said Stransky. 

Following his mother's 
lead, Stransky grew to love 
all of Shakespeare's works ' 
at an early age, especially 
the plays that featured 
ghosts like "Hamtet/'and 
"Macbeth,"elc. 

He was actually launched 
on his theatrical career and 
had his first exposure to "the 
smell of greasepaint" at the 
age of 15 when he started to 
appear in plays at GCHS. His

favorite high school effort 
was the role of Otto Frank in 
"The Diary of Ann Frank." 

After high school he dab- 
bled in community theater 
and while attending Western 
III. University he played in 
"Macbeth." 

Then came the College Of 
Lake County(CLC) for two 
years where be studied un- 
der Frank Harnish who in- 
stigated CLC's first theater 
program. 

According to Stransky, 
many members of that class 
are still working in the 
theater or allied jobs, in par- 
ticular Lori Manarek who is 
a professional lighting 
designer. - 

It wasn't hard for Stransky 
to keep up with Manarek's 
career since they are 
engaged to be married in 
Grayslake this spring. 

The two thespians then in- 
tend to pursue their careers 
from a Los Angeles base.

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Decreasing Gas Prices Open New Possibilities 



Travelers now find new interest 
possibilities as gasoline prices continue to 
tumble. Projecting the decline rate, it's 
likely that unleaded gas will soon b e in the 80 
cent per gallon bracket, comparable with 
1978. 

i Leaded regular is already at that point and 
will probably fall into 70 cent ranges. It takes 
refineries about six weeks to convert crude 
oil to gas, so continued decline may be ex- 
pected once the hingher priced storage fuel is 
dispensed by wholesale suppliers to dealers. 

Domestic tourism is on the growth pattern 



this year, due to a surge of overseas 
terrorism. With foreign travel less at- 
tractive, the American Automobile Assn. ex- 
prects 110 million U.S. travelers will . be 
making local trips this year,.. an increase of 
nearly seven percent over 1983.

Virginia: Seof Of Liberty 



While New York ponders a possible shor- 
tage of ground transportation for this sum- 
mer's Liberty Centennial, Virginia is busy 
promoting itself nationally and in- 
ternationally as the seat of liberty. 

Famous for its many significant, historical 
ties to the United Kingdom, France and Ger- 
many, Virginia has launched a cooperative 
advertising program in the . international 
market with Pan American World Airways 
and the United States Travel and Tourism 
Administration. 

When it comes to liberty, it's hard to top 
Virginia's history and premier historical at- 
tractions. It has been said that the first 150 
years of Virginia history are American 
history. 

No other state has had the experience of 
putting together its own representative 
government dating from 1619. 

This tradition of government would have 
been impossible without the array of 
freedom-loving, articulate families that 
Virginia's 17th and 18th century agrarian 
economy fostered, families like the Lees of 
Stratford Hall, the Randolphs of William- 
sburg and Richmond, and the Washingtons 
and Custises of Northern Virginia, i 

Thomas. Jefferson, , author of the 
Declaration of Independence, grew up in the 
foothills of the Blue Ridge Mountains as an 
ardent, responsible patriot. Patrick Henry 
from Hanover, 20 miles north of Richmond, 
was, of course, the most fiery, impassioned 
patriot of all. This year marks his 250th bir- 
thday. 

Special birthday celebrations will be held 
at Henry's two homes-Scotchtown, a half- 
hour's drive north of Richmond, and Red 
Hill, an hour's drive southeast of Lynchburg, 
which celebrates its bicentennial this year 
with many activities of its own. 

In addition, reenactments of Patrick 
Henry's famous Stamp Act Debate will be 
staged in Colonial Williamsburg, beginning 
in late March, and his "liberty or death" 
speech at Richmond's St. John's Church will 
be reenacted on summer Sunday afternoons, 
i Travelers searching out the roots of liberty 
will want to visit the birthplace of free, 
representative government in Virginia's 
historic triangle-Jamestown, Williamsburg 
and Yorktown. Jamestown, the site of the fir- 
st permanent English settlement in the New 



World, was also the place where the first 
English-speaking government body in North 
America met for assembly in 1619. The 
present Richmond Capitol, inspired by 
Thomas Jefferson, thus houses the oldest 
English-speaking continuous lawmaking 
body in the Western Hemisphere. 

Yorktown, the scene of the final, fateful 
battle that assured American independence, 
offers insight into America's early in- 
ternational alliances: Comte de Grasse's 
French fleet came to George Washington's 
rescue at Yorktown, and both Marquis de 
Lafayette and Baron von Steuben provided 
invaluable support to land forces.

In addition, 1,875 non-partisan votes 
were recorded in the primary. Only 19.2 
percent of the county voters participated in 
the spring election.

Packing Cart Well Saves 
Headache At Check-Out 



by RON HARRIS 

An estimated 10 percent of 
all women in America suffer 
from anorexia, a mental ■ 
condition characterized by a 
fanatic or hysterical 
avoidance of food. Some 
experts- put the figure as 
high as 30 percent in its 
milder forms. 

In extreme cases, death 
can result as the immune 
system in the body breaks 
down and the victim con- 
tacts other serious diseases, 
much in the same fashion as 
AIDS kills. But even more 
startling, many women 
afflicted with the mental 
disorder do not realize that 
there is anything wrong with 
them, even "in the most 
severe cases. 

Andrea Abbate, who is five 
foot eight inches tall; 
weighed only 82 pounds at 
the age of 23. "My goal at the 
time was to lose another six * 
pounds," she said. "But I am 
sure I would have died first 
I was already constantly 
getting sick and needing 
hospitalization." 

"1 began to spend more 
and more of my time' 
worrying about how not to 
eat. I didn't think of food in 
terms of meals but in bites. 
The task was to get through 
the day with as few bites as 
possible. I got to the point 
that I thought 17 sunflower 
seeds was a lot of food," she 
said. 

"I had so little blood left 
that I was constantly cold. T. 
would have to walk around in 
90 degree weather dressed in 
a fur coat just to keep" 
warm," Abbate added. 

When doctors tried to get 
Andrea to eat more she 
believed that they were just 
jealous of her thinness and 
were in a conspiracy against 
her. "It never occurred to 
me that there was something 
wrong with me," she said. 

Because of her extremely 
slender figure, Abbate won a 
Barbie doll look-alike con- 
test and the toy's promoters 
even made a film cut so that 
you couldn't tell her apart 
from the miniature. It was 
never realized that she was 
walking on a thin tightrope 
for her very survival - 
because she didn't realize it 
herself. 

There are now a couple of 
positive treatments for 



anorexia, according to Dr. 
Jeff Bland, director of the 
Linus Pauling Laboratory of 
Nutritional Analysis in 
Washington, D.C. 

Dr. Derick Bryce-Smith at 
Reading College in England 
has found links between zinc 
deficiencies and appetite 
loss. Also arginine in 500-1000 
daily milligram doses has 
been found to enhance 
hunger. 

But anorexia is mainly 
psychological. It only really 
exists in the mind of the 
victim, which is why doctors 
have such a difficult, time 
treating it 

"Even nutritional treat- 
ments are of little value if 
the patient is not also 
ungergoing couselling of 
some kind," said Dr. Bland. 
"The patient has to change 
the image they have of 
themselves. The trick is to 
gradually get the person to 
eat a little bit more, another 



slice of bread, a couple more 
mouthfuls of meat." 

In Andrea's case, she was 
fortunate to overcome the 
disease without years of 
expensive therapy. "I had 
some Dianetics counselling 
and in four hours found the 
reason 1 didn't want to be big 
in any way. It had to do with 
something that happened to 
me while I was still in my 
mother's womb. I im- 
mediately went out and 
bought a cheeseburger, the 
first I had eaten in over ten 
years," she said. 

What Andrea handled was 
the mental trauma con- 
nected with the disease, 
which enabled her body to 
then heal itself. Dianetics 
makes no claim of medical 
cure. 

"Two months later I was 
pregnant. In severe cases of 
anorexia such as mine, you 
don't have enough blood left 
to have children," Abbate 
added.

Americans will pump an 
estimated $25 billion into In- 
dividual Retirement Ac- ; 
counts between March l and 
April 15 of this year, as more 
and more people take ad- 
vantage of the tax shelter for 
little guys. 

Some 15 million 
Americans now own IRA ac- 
counts, yet the majority of 
the nation's small investors 
still are not taking ad- 
vantage of them, experts 
told The Meyers Report. 

An IRA is one of the best 
tax shelters a person can 
have. "If an investor had 
religiously deposited $2,000 a 
year into IRAs since 1962, 
when they were generally 
made available to all wage 
earners, he or she now would 
have more than $12,000 
saved for retirement/' said 
David Phillips, of Laventhol 
it Horwath, a national CPA 
firm. "IRA money invested 
at a 10 percent annual return 
will double in seven years." 

A portion of the account is 
a virtual gift from' the In- 
ternal Revenue Service- 
contributions are tax deduc- 
tible, and earnings ac- 
cumulate tax free until with- 
drawal. 

However, to get the most 
out of IRA, you have to in- 
vest wisely. IRA money can 
be invested in practically 
anything, except life in- 
surance, gold, silver, gems 
and other collectibles. 

Certified public ac- 
countant Edward Men- 
dlowitz, partner with the 
New York-based firm of 
Siegel, Mendlowitz k Rich, 
recommends two broad 
categories of IRA in-

vestments-particularly cer- 
tificates of deposit-and zero- 
coupon bonds. 

"With these, you get a 
decent rate of return and run 
little or no risk that your in- 
vestment will decline in 
value," Mendlowitz said. 
Many zeros are based on

Many banks offer high in- 
terest rates to lure new IRA 
customers. But, Mendlowitz 
warns, "They don't always

Treasury obligations. They 
sell at deep discounts, and 
you lock in the investment 
rate until the bonds mature 
at face value. 

Some investment advisors 
say an IRA tied to such 
speculative capital gain 
prop e r ty as stocks or real 
estate could bring a 20 per- 
cent return. * 

However, Mendlowitz said 
you could lose tax-favored 
long-term capital gain treat- 
ment when these assets are 
held in an IRA, because the 
appreciation is taxed as or- 
dinary income (as opposed 
to capital gains) when with- 
drawn from the account. 

Also, if the investment 



customers whose IRA term 
deposits have come due and 
are automatically rolled 
over into new deposits." 

"Once your money is on 
deposit at one bank, you are 
not locked into that bank 
forever. Shop for the best 
rates you can get," advises 
Phillips. 

"To get the higher rate, 
open a new account Or, ask 
the bank to match the rate it 
is offering new IRA 
depositors," he said. 

Here are other investment 
suggestions to increase the 
yield on your IRA : 
-COMPANY PLANS. Many 
companies permit their em- 
ployees to put money into 



IRAs with their qualified 
pension plans. You might 
find it easier and more 
profitable to deposit your 
IRA with your company than 
to go to a bank each year. All 
the money will be in one 
place and could produce a 
greater return than if you 
spread it around in different 
banks. Some companies 
have very good investing 
histories. 

-CAREFULLY CONSIDER 
ROLL-OVERS. Before using 
a roll-over IRA to receive 
payouts from company pen- 
sion plans, be aware that in 
most cases you would lose 
your 10-year income 
averaging. 

Generally, if you are going 
to need the pension money 
soon, you will also need the 
10-year averaging. However, 
if you don't, the long-term 
benefits of a roll-over IRA 
may outweigh the loss of the 
10-year income averaging. 

Roll-over IRA accounts 
should be separate from any 
other IRA accounts that you 
have. "This is the only op- 
portunity you will have to 
move the money into a new 
employer's plan," said 
Phillips. "It also is the only 
way to avoid getting stuck by 
the $2,000 annual con- 
tribution limit." 

-HIRE YOUR SPOUSE. 
Each year, you can con- 
tribute and deduct up to 
$2,000 of your salary. . If 
you're married and your 
spouse doesn't work, the 
- limit is only $250 more. 

"If your spouse has been 
helping you out in your 
business, pay her/him a 
salary of at least $2,000," 
Mendlowitz said. "She can 



then put up to $2,000 of her 
wages into an IRA of her 
own, making your total IRA 
deduction on a joint return 
$4,000." 

"But, weigh the payroll 
tax costs, they're ex- 
pensive," said Philllips . 
-SELF-DIRECTED IRAS. 
Most people choose banks or 
brokerage firms to act as 
trustee and direct their IRA 
accounts. But, in a self- 
directed account you can 
pick and move your own in- 
vestments. This type of IRA 
only make sense if you want 
to invest in riskier, and 
hopefully higher yielding 
programs, like second mor- 
tgages, mortgage-backed 
securities, or venture 
capital, stocks and other in- 
vestments. 

Most brokerage houses 
and banks have IRS ap- 
proved self-directed plans 
available. 

There are other ways to 
get the most from your IRA 
account: 

-CONTRIBUTE EARLY. 
Don't wait until April 15 to 
make your 1965 IRA con*, 
tribution. The sooner you put 
your money in, the greater 
advantage you'll have of the 
tax-free compounding of 
IRA funds. 

-FILE EARLY. If you have 
a hefty tax refund coming 



next year, file by February 
15 and claim the deduction 
for your IRA, you can use the 
refund to make the IRA con- 
tribution. But be careful that 
the IRA contribution is made 
by April 15. 

-BORROW TO INVEST. If 
you're short of cash, con- 
sider borrowing the money 
to make your 1965 IRA con- 
tribution. The interst you 
pay on the loan is tax deduc- 
tible if you itemize your 
deductions. And, the interest 
the money earned in the IRA 
is tax deferred. 

-IRA LOANS. You can take 
a short-term loan from your 
IRA once each year. The 
withdrawal .is tax-free and 
penalty-free, but the entire 
amount withdrawn must be 
reinvested, or "rolled over," 
into another IRA within GO 
days. If you miss the 60-day 
deadline, you'll be subject to 
a 10 percent withdrawal 
penalty, plus you will pay or- 
dinary income tax on the 
withdrawn amount. 
-BENEFICIARY CHANGE- 
S. Check the beneficiary 
designation on your IRA 
from time to time. When per- 
sonal circumstances change, 
you must remember to 
change your beneficiary, so 
the account won't end up in 
the wrong hands.

Top Spot On Ballot Provides Victory Key 



byJOHNSTEINKE 

This year, Lake County voters will elect 12 
out of the county board's 24 members. Most 
citizens are unaware of the county board's 
governmental responsibilities. Many people 
cannot identify the four representatives from 
their county board district. Yet, many unin- 
formed voters will cast ballots for county 
board members in elections. The November 
election simplifies the voting process for 
people. They can determine their county 
board choices on the basis of party af- 
filiation. You can either vote for the 
Republican or Democratic county board 
nominees. 

But how do disinterested voters determine 
their county board preferences in a primary 
election where all the candidates share the 
same party affiliation? There are many 
voters, who are totally unaware of the can- 
didates and issues in the county board races. 



The March 18 Republican primary may fur- 
nish us with information on this matter. 
There were 26 GOP candidates competing 
for 12 nominations from sue county board 
districts:

The primary results show three distinct, 
voting patterns in the county board elections. 
First, seasoned politicians recognize that fir- 
st ballot position is an enormous advantage 
in a low- visibility election. Uninformed 
voters tend to vote for the first name on the 
ballot. First ballot position guarnatees a can- 
didate lu-to-20 percent of the vote in a given 



race. This pattern was reaffirmed when five 
out of six Republicans holding the first ballot 
position were victorious in the primary. The 
five winners were: Matt Milholic of Dist 2, 
Jim LaBeUe of Dist 3, JMorm Geary of Dist 
4, Mike Graham of Dist 5, and Bruce Hansen 
of Dist 6. 

Lake County voters have a propensity to 
elect women to office. This tradition was also 
confirmed in the Republican county board 
contests. There were four districts where one 
female candidate was pitted against multi- 
male opponents. In all four races, the women 
aspirants were primary winners. They in- 
cluded incumbent Helen Belmont Amendola 
of Dist 1, along with political newcomers 
Frances Buritich Vetrone of Dist 2, Charlot- 
te "Char" Kiesgan of Dist 4, and Carol 
Calabresa of Dist 5. None of these women oc- 
cupied first ballot position. In a low-visibility 



election where you have ; one woman com- 
peting in a multi-candidate field, the "hair- 
curler" aspirant will probably win. 

Nor does incumbency help candidates in 
low-visibility contests. Most voters don't 
know the names of their county board 
representatives. Therefore, an incumbent 
can't capitalize on his record in office. This 
fact was dramatized in the March' 18th 
primary. Four out of eight Republican coun- 
ty board incumbents were defeated for 
renomi nation, including Warren Twp. 
political Kingpin Bob Depke. 

Secret Message: I want to congratulate 
Sheriff Robert H. "Mickey" Babcox on win- 
ning the Republican nomination for Lake 
County Clerk with the clandestine "support" 
of GOP Chairman Alger-I mean-Bob Neal. 
But just one small reminder, "Mick." The 
Battle of Britain has just begun.

Fort Sheridan, now a 
National Historic Land- 
mark, occupies 695 acres 
along the Lake Michigan 
shoreline, 28 miles north of 
downtown Chicago. It was 
established as "the camp at 
Highwood" on donated land 
at the urging of the Com- 
merce Club of Chicago by 
Army Chief of Staff and Civil 
War hero, Lt. Gen. Philip H. 
Sheridan. After three mon- 
ths, it was redesignated as 
Fort Sheridan. 

The installation has served 
as a cavalry, infantry and 
artillery center, and was a 
training camp for the ROTC. 
It housed a ' 5,000-bed 
military hospital on the 
parade ground during World 
War I, and in World War II, 
more than 500,000 mid- 
western citizen-soldiers 



were processed into service 
there. In more recent times, 
the post has served as Fifth 
Army Headquarters. 

Currently, Fort Sheridan 
is administrative, logistical 
and maintenance headquar- 
ters for all active Army and 
Reserve facilities, equip- 
ment, units and personnel in 
the upper midwest. 

Among its many tenant 
units, Fort Sheridan houses 
the U.S. Army Recruiting 
Command and two subor- 
dinate headquarters, and 
headquarters for the Fourth 
U.S. Army, responsible for 
training, readiness and 
mobilization for 131,000 Ar- 
my Reserve and National 
Guard personnel in seven 
midwestem states. 

The post also provides ad- 
minstrative support for the 
Military Entrance 

Processing Command, the 
defense department agency 
which maintains 68 centers 
in major cities to test, 
evaluate and inprocess 
enlistees for all branches of 
military service. 

A total of 1400 active duty 
soldiers are based at Fort 
Sheridan, along with a 
civilian work force of 1750 
administrative, clerical and 
technical specialists.

Having energy-wasting

Most everyone complains about the 
taxes they pay these days, but did you 
know that homeowners used to be 
taxed for the windows they had?

According to Kurt Winner, presi- 
dent of the company that makes 
Vinyline windows, "Consumers arc 
very receptive to replacing their win- 
dows when they realize how much 
money they can save — and how 
much more comfortable they can be 
with an energy-efficient window. 



They're also concerned with buying 
windows that arc well-designed and 
long-lasting and that won't require a 
lot of maintenance."

When the Old English wanted a 
breath of fresh air, they'd simply ask 
someone to open the cycthurl. Even- 
tually the term for an opening in a 
wall become window — a door for 
the wind — and then, finally, 
window.

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Answers to most asked questions 



Although some 10 years have pass- 
ed since the oil embargo shocked the 
nation into taking drastic measures to 
conserve energy, today's wise home- 
owner is still investigating ways to 
make the family home even more 
energy efficient.

How do I check an insulation 
contractors credentials?

Business Bureau. They'll tell of any 
complaints against a particular con- 
tractor. Local contractor associations 
can also be of assistance in this area. 
They can tell you if the individual is 
a member in good standing. 

Most important, ask the contractor 
for references. If he's well establish- 
ed in the community, he should have 
a list of satisfied customers that he 
would feel confident to have you con- 
tact. Talk with some of the people on 
the list to get their opinions of the 
contractor's professionalism. 

Should I obtain firm estimates 
before hiring an insulation 
contractor? ' 

Yes, by all means do. Take firm 
estimates in writing of the work that 
is to be done from several insulation 
contractors before selecting one. 
Also, get the types of the materials to 
be used by brand name and product 
description in writing as well. 

The easiest way to avoid disap- 
pointment and misunderstanding is to 
have everything spelled out clearly 
before the job begins. 



How do I compare which 
estimates are the best? 

To properly compare them; make 
sure that the estimates you ask for are 
for comparable jobs, using the same 
materials, quality of workmanship 
and R-value. 

Thickness alone is not the best 
measurement of insulation value, R- 
value is. The R-value is the measure 
of an insulating material's resistance 
to heat flow.

How do I know which

- home?
